President Wilson Arrives in Gettys­ 


burg, Gets Great Ovation, Makes 


Address, is Given Two Salutes 


and Leaves in Just One Hour. 


President Woodrow Wilson arrived 
in G ettysburg this morning exactly at 
the announced hour of eleven o'clock 
and was given a g reat ovation as he 
passed through the streets of town to 
the big camp of veterans. He came by 
a special train on the Western M ary­ 
land and was met by Governor Toner 
a t the station here. 
Over Carlisle and Baltimore streets 
the presidential party proceeded in 
three automobiles, escorted by Major 
John C. Groome and a large squad of 
state police, while others were detail­ 
ed along the line of his route to open 
traffic.

Wilson left at twelve o’clock, noon, 
for Philadelphia, where his car will be 
attached to a train for his sumnie** 
home in New Hampshire.

The veterans here for the anniver­ 
sary were delighted w*ith the visit of 
the President, so long in doubt, and 
he had a large audience when he made 
his address in the big tent.

Meeting a t the spot 
where 
Arm- 
istead and his men pierced the Union 
lines, the men in the blue and the men 
in the gray crossed their Liattle flags 
of fifty years ago, the very ones car­ 
ried here on July 3, 1863, and Repre­ 
sentative J. Hampton Moore, after his 
address, presented to the Confeder­ 
ates a beautiful new flag of the Stars 
ami Stripes. 
The large audience sang 
“ My Country ’Tis of Thee,” and the 
foes of fifty years ago shook hands 
over the w*all as warm friends of to 
day. 
The speech 
for the Confederate 
was made by Major W. VV. Bentley. 
of the Twenty-Fourth Virginia, ont- 
>f the few officers of either i’ickett 01 
he Philadelphia Brigade present. He 
led the old Confederates as they ap 
preached the place where fifty years 
ag** all had risked their very live* in 
the

attem pt 
to dislodge 
Meade’s men. 
General Sickles wa< among th oat 
present at the ceremony and he held 
an informal reception, many person* 
taking the opportunity to shake hands 
with the only living corps commander 
• *f the Battle of Gettysburg. 
A fter the formal ceremony and the 
pledging by fhe Southerner.*- to sup­ 
port one common country, the men of 
the blue and gray mingled with each 
other and engage*! in a happy period 
f pleasant reminiscences.

Prominent Resident of Fairfield Dud 
Thursday evening. 


William Henry Harrison Low, of 
Fairfield, died suddenly a t his office 
Thursday evening at eight o’clodc. 
Ile was 71 years, 3 months and 15 
day* old. 
For a period of thirty eight years, 
up until last December, Mr. Low held 
the office of Justice of the Peace. He 
w*as succeeded by his son, J. H arry 
Low at that time.

THAW TO SICKLES 


Harry 
I haw Sends SI.OOO Here for 
General Sickles, 


H arry K. Thaw has come to the 
inancial rescue of General Daniel E. 
sickles from his cell in M a tta w a n . 
Me sent a letter to Chairman Schoon- 
naker, of the Fennsylvania com in in­ 
dol) having charge of the celebration 
>f lh** fiftieth anniversary of the but­ 
le of Gettysburg in which $1,000 in 
ash was enclosed. 
In the letter Thaw 
vrote that he felt the deepest sym- 
lathy for General Sickles because of 
he misfortunes that had come to him 
n his old age. 
This sympathy, the 
w riter declared, w as heightened by 
he fact that Thaw had two uncles in 
the Union arm y and a near relative 
n the Southern army. 
These circumstances impelled him, 
de w’lote, “ti* offer a thousand dollars 
vith which to start a fund for the 
»ayment of the debts 
of 
a 
gallant 
Union officer, who had in his obi ag** 
iieen bowed by financial misfortune.”

Governors* Day Thursday afternoon 
in the big tent was a g reat success. 
Patriotism and love of country were 
the key-note of the speeches. 
One practical suggestion came from 
the meeting. Governor Cox, of Ohio, 
in Hie course of his address, urged 
that the National Soldiers’ Home at 
Johnson City, Term., be turned over 
lo the Confederates for use as a home 
fur Die veterans who fought under the 
Southern flag. The audience voiced its 
ipproval of the suggestion by tre­ 
mendous applause. 
V ice President 
Marshall 
was toe 
first speaker. 
His address was in the 
nature of a Fourth of July oration. 
lie said, in part: 
“ It would be vain to speak of riflit 
or wrong on this occasion. 
This cele­ 
bration could only happen in America. 
Nowhere else in the world could men 
who fought as bitter flies fifty years 
igo meet and clasp hands in broth­ 
erly love as they are doing here to­ 
day. 
This occasion wipes out the last 
of the Mason and Dixon line. 
As 
Bob’ Taylor once said, ‘There is now 
no difference between the North and 
the South except coli! bread and hot 
biscuits.* ” 
Streaker Clark made his usual hit 
with the audience. 
He commended the 
sentiment of Mr. Marshall that only 
n America could there be witnessed 
the scene of once bitter fi*es clasping 
nands in brotherly love fifty years 
i f 'ei- they hail fought each other, and 
he recalled that “it took England 250 
years to get around to the point of 
erecting a statue to its great Prince, 
River Cromwell.” 
“The valor displayed in the war,” 
*w* ferven tly d e c la r e d M,wgg~nbt North­ 
ern valor; it was not Southern valor, 
but I thank the Almighty God, it 
was American valor. 
The greatest 
lung of all is to lie an American 
citizen.” 
Governor Met .Teary of Kentucky, 
f -Bowed. Then came Governor Sulz- 
er, of New York; Governor Mann, of 
Virginia, a 
war veteran, who pro­ 
duced great enthusiasm by declaring, 
if vt* had known each other as well 
n I Mi I a 
wo do now, the war would 
been impossible.” Then followed 
iovernor Baldwin, 
of 
Connecticut; 
governor Hanna, of North 
Dakota; 
Novel nor Miller, of Delaware; Gover­ 
nor Haines, if Maine, and Governor 
Ralston, of indiana. 
Governor Cox. of Ohio, was a favor 
ie, 
and 
his 
Confederate 
soldiers’ 
nome suggestion appeared to strike a 
popular chord. 
Governor Eberhardt, of Minnesota, 
(roused a great laugh by saying in u 
nock serious manner: 
“ What 
an 
indescribable pleasure 
nust lie experienced by Vice-President 
Marshall, who presides over the Sen­ 
ile, and Speaker Clark, who presides 
iver the House, to come here ami look 
into the faces of so many honest men." 
He referred to New York as a place 
where “the streets are so narrow ami 
the buildings so tall that two railroad 
presidents cannot meet without form ­ 
ing a combination.” 
In introducing Governor Mann, of 
Virginia, Governor Teller said that the 
Virginia executive had recently under­ 
gone a surgical operation and would 
fie brief. 
Loud applause 
greeted 
Governor 
Malin, who wore a Confederate coat. 
He said: 
“ I greet you all as comrades, foi 
yOTT HTe my com ruffes whether you 
wore the blue or the gray. 
On be­ 
half of the Commonwealth of Vir­ 
ginia I thank the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania for this most excellent 
entertainment. 
We came here iii 1863 
ami we were not then invited. 
We 
thought we were American citizens, 
and that we could go where we want­ 
ed. 
We needed things. 
We wanted 
something to eat. 
We wanted shoes 
We came with a rush and ’ce found 
an organized army here. 
“Shall we not say that the men who 
ut the crest of the hill repulsed the 
attack of Pickett’s division were brave 
men? 
They repulsed men who were 
also brave men for they were Ameri­ 
can citizens. 
It takes more than men 
md money to make a nation. Legends,
